For nearly ten miles along the northwest base 
of the ridge our flight had continued; the herd 
of buffaloes with our companions had longue ce 
disappeared in the northern bend, the Crows 
laid dropped oft’ one after another, until not 
more than a dozen beside those on the ridge 
continued the race, and those were mostly a 
mile or more behind, and losing ground every 
moment- 
But there were seven of the warriors on 
w hom, in all that desperate race, we had not 
gaiued a single inch. 
Four of these were of the party of the ridge, 
while the other three were of those who had 
followed along the plain. 
44 Look ye here, lcftenant—this won’t never 
answer,” said old Judah, suddenly tenting in 
his horse, and at the same moment grasping the 
bridle rein of mine, and almost flinging lr rn back 
upon his haunches— 
441 tell you, sir, we must dull a hole or two

Almost at the same moment that I discover­ 
ed the accident of my rifle, an exclamation of 
despair from the lips of my companion fell up­ 
on my ears, and as soon as he could speak co­ 
herently, I learned that he had met with an ac­ 
cident little less serious than mine, inasmuch as 
he had lost his bullet pouch somewhere below 
U3, and that he was with only a firing hullos .-fidAa~iW-grmxntfr~ 
and that in his gun. 
For a few moments the stalwart,, bard fea­ 
tured old hunter fairly foamed at the mouth like 
a mad dog and roared in his mad excitement.— 
But he soon quieted down, and after trying my 
bullets, and finding them considerably too large 
for his rifle, he spoke to me calmly as he had 
during the day done.

trail, and I urged my two horses down the slope 
at their best speed—which considering that the 
descent was at an angle of full thirty-five de­ 
grees from the plain of the horizon, was not

equestrian elegance—as I went down the hill I 
saw old Judah crawl into the hole in the old 
tree, and disappear,—man, rifle, hunting shirt, 
leggins, wolf skin cap and all.

Amendments to th * Const itu tio n .— The 
secretary of state gives official notice of the 
election of the various state officers to be elec­ 
ted this fiji, and if Hie amendments to the con­ 
stitution to be submitted to the people. As a 
matter of general interest we publish the latter: 
Amend section 4 of article 4, as to read as 
follows: 
“ The members of assembly shall be 
chosen biennially, by single districts, on the 
Tuesday next succeeding the first Monday of 
November, by the qualified electors of the sev­ 
eral districts; such districts to be bounded by 
county, precincts, town or ward lines, to consist 
of contiguous territory and to be in as compact a 
form as possible.” 
Amend last clause of section 5 of same arti­ 
cle, as to read as follows: 
44 The senate dis­ 
tricts shall be numbered in regular series. The 
senators chosen by the present odd numbered 
districts, in the year 1354, shall hold their offices 
until the last day of December, 1856. The sen­ 
ators chosen by the present even numbered dis­ 
tricts, in the year 1855, shall hold their offices 
until the last day of December, 1858. Thereaf­ 
ter senators shall be chosen for the term of four 
years, but the legislature at any new apportion 
ment, shall so classify the senators to be elected 
from any additional senate district, which may 
be formed, that the term of office of all senators 
elected from even numbered districts shall ex 
pire at the same time, and the term of office of 
all those elected from odd numbered districts 
shall expire at the same time.” 
Amend section eleven as to read as follows: 
44 The legislature shall meet at the seat of gov­ 
ernment once in two years, and not oftener un­ 
less convened by the governor,” 
Each elector may vote for or against the first 
of the above named amendments by depositing 
a ballot containing the following words: 
44 For 
amendment to section four,” and 44 against 
amendment to section four,” and for or against 
the second of the above amendments by deposi­ 
ting a ballot containing the words, 44 for amend­ 
ment to section five,” or 44 against amendment 
to section five,” and for or i.gainst tire third of 
the above amendments by depositing a ballot 
containing the words 44 for amendment to section 
eleven,” or 44 against amendment to section elev­ 
en.” The votes given by any elector for or 
against any or all of said amendments shall be 
on one ballot, and to be deposited in a seperate 
box prepared for the purpose. The qualifica­ 
tion of the electors to be the same, and the 
votes canvassed and returned in the same man­ 
ner as in elections for state officers.

As an instance of the exaggerated nature of 
the reports to whioh we have alluded we annex 
a statement made by the health officer of Rock 
ford, Ills., aplace where we have heard the dis­ 
ease prevailed with fearful mortality: 
R ockford, July IO, 1854. 
M essrs. E ditors :—There has been seven 
teen deaths of cholera, since the 25th day of 
June. 
Of these, five were Irish; nine, Swedes; and 
three, Americans. 
The first death by cholera in this city was on 
the 25th of June—the person, an Irishman from 
Warren, and came to this city some few hours 
before he died. The Swedes were direct from 
Sweden via Chicago.

He was brought out upon the scaffold at 
about ten minutes past ten, accompanied by two 
Roman Catholic priests. 
He seemed to be pos­ 
sessed of good spirits until they and the officers 
took leave of him, when he seemed much affect­ 
ed and cried. 
The cap was d awn down over his face and 
his legs were tied at about twenty minutes past 
ten, when the sheriff, going down the scaffold 
steps, put his foot on the last stair. The trap­ 
door foD and tho murderer was deprived of life. 
After having hung twenty minutes, he was 
pronounced to be dead by the physicians, and 
the body was then taken down. He made no 
confession unless to the priest, but asserted his 
innocence to the last. The gallows upon which 
he was hung was the saree as was used in exe­ 
cuting Foote, McCaffrey and others. 
The jail yard, in which the execution took 
place, was very much crowded with spectators. 
Outside three or four hundred persons were as­ 
sembled, but were prevented from getting near 
the gallows by the National Blues and the Grays, 
who were on duty throughout the proceedings. 
Among the crowd on the outside were a large 
number of women, pome of whom attempted 
to pass inside the ground but were prevented.

its attacks. The Io;e hot weather; too, bis had 


the general health of the country, to excite ap- 
prehensions for a general visitation of the dis- 
ease, if the people will avoid the well-known 
incentives to an attack and will promptly treat 
the equally well-known symptoms that precede 
it. In this city we have heard of but two cases, 
and in those there was an obvious imprudence 
and negligence on the part of the patients which 
rendered their deaths a matter of no wonder, 
and should excite no fear on the part of those 
who are prudent in their habits and attentive to 
their health. 


As an instance of the exaggerated" nature of 


the reports to-which we have alluded we annex 
a statement made by the health officer of Bock- 
ford, .Ills., »place where we have heard the dis- 
ease prevailed with fearful mortality: 


BOCKFORD, July 10, 1854. 


MESSHS. EDITORS :—There has been seven- 


teen deaths of cholera, since the 25th day of 
June. 


Of these, five were Irish; nine, Swedes; and 


three, Americans. 


The first death by cholera in this city was on 


the 25th of June—the person, an Irishman from 
Warren, and came to this city some few hours 
before he died. The Swedes were direi.'t from 
Sweden via Chicago.

TO THI CONSTITOTIOM.—The 


secretary of state gives official notice of the 
election of the various state officers to be elec- 
ted this fall, and if the amendments to the con- 
stitution to be submitted to the' people: As a 
matter ofgeneral interest we publish the latter: 


Amend section 4 of article 4, as to read as 


follows: "The members of assembly shall be 
chosen biennially, by single districts, on the 
Tuesday next succeeding the first Monday of 
November, by the qualified electors of the sev- 
eral districts; such districts to be bounded by 
county, precincts, town or ward lines, to consist 
of .contiguous territory and to be in as compact a 
form as possible," 
*" 


Amend last-clause of section 5 of same arti- 


cle, as to read as follows: " The senate dis- 
tricts shall be numbered in regular series. The 
senators chosen by the present odd numbered 
districts, in the year 1854, shall hold their offices 
until the last day of December, 1856. 
The sen- 


ators chosen by the present even numbered dis- 
tricts, in the year 1855, shall hold their offices 
until the last day of December, 1868. 
Thereaf- 


ter senators shall be chosen for the term of four 
years, but the legislature at any new apportion- 
ment, shall so classify the senators to be elected 
from any additional senate district, which may 
be formed, that the term of office of all senators 
elected from even numbered districts shall ex- 
pire at the same time, and the term of office of 
all those elected from odd numbered districts 
shall .expire at the same time." 


Amend section eleven as to read as follows: 
" The legislature shall meet at the seat of gov- 
ernment once in- two years, and not oftener un- 
less convened by the governor." 


Each elector may vote for or against the first 


of the above named amendments by depositing 
a ballot containing the following words: "For 
amendment to section four," and "against 
amendment to section four," and for or against 
the second of the above amendments by deposi- 
ting a ballot containing the words, "for amend- 
ment to section five," or "against amendment 
to section five," and for or .'.gainst the third ol 
the above amendments by depositing' n ballot 
containing the words "for amendment to section 
eleven," or " against amendment to section elev- 
en." The votes given by any elector for or 
against any or all of said amendments shall be 
on one ballot, and to be deposited in a seperate 
box prepared for the purpose. The qualifica 
tiori of the electors to be the same, and the 
votes canvassed and returned in the same man 
ner as in elections for state officers.

AMENDMENTS TO THB CONSTITUTION,—The 


secretary^ of state gives official notice of the 
election of the various state officers to be elec- 
ted this fall, and if the amendments to the con- 
stitution to be submitted to the people.

matter of general Interest we publish the latter: 


Amend section 4 of article 4, as to read as 


follows: "Tho member3 of assembly shall be 
chosen biennially, by single districts, on tho 
Tuesday next succeeding tho first Monday of 
November, by the qualified electors of the sev- 
eral distiicts; such districts to be bounded by 
county, precinct?, town or ward lines, to conskt 
of contiguous territory and to be in as compact a 
form as possible." 
"' 


Ainund last clause of section fi of same arti- 


cle, as to read as follows: " The senate dis- 
tricts shall be numbered in regular pcries. The 
senators chosen by the present odd numbered 
district*, in the year 1851, shall hold their offices 
until the last day of December, 1850. The sen- 
ators chosen by the present even numbered dis- 
tricts, in the year 18/55, shall hold their offices 
until the last dav of December, 1858. 
Thereaf- 


ter senator* shall be chosen for the tenn of four 
years, but the legislature at any'new apportion- 
ment, shall PO classify the senators to be elected 
fiom any additional senate district, which may 
be formed, that the term of office of all senators 
elected from even numbered districts shall ex- 
pire at the Rime time, and the term of office of 
all tho«o elected from odd numbered districts 
shall expire at the same time." 


Amend section eleven as to read as follows: 


11 The legislature shall meet at the scat of gov- 
ernment once in two years, and not oftcner un- 
less convened by the governor," 


Each elector may vote for or against the first 


of the above named amendments by depositing 
a ballot containing the follow ing words: " For 
mcndmcnt to section four," and "against 
amendment to section four," and for or against 
ho second of tho above amendments by deposi- 
ing n bnllot containing the words, "for amend- 
ticnt to pcclion five," or " against amendment 
o section five," and for or against the third of 
the above amendments by depositing a bnllot 
containing the words "for amendment to section 
eleven,*" or " against amendment to section elev- 
en." 
The votes given by any elector for or 


igainst any or all of euid amendments ehall be 
on one ballot, and to be deposited in a eepcrate 
>ox prepared for the purpose. The qualifica- 
tion of the electors to be the same, and the 
votes canvassed nnd re tut ned In tho earno man- 
ner us in elections for state officers,

Among tho crowd on *he outside were a large 
number of women, #>mo of whom attempted 
to pass Inside the ground but were prevented.

A planter was afflicted with a loathsome dis- 


ease. 
So offensive were his ulcers that he was 


deserted by his white friends; and, while thus 
afflicted and forsaken, a girl, whom he owned 
as a slave, kindly and patiently waited upon 
him, dressed his ulcers, cleansed his person, 
and watched over him until he eventually re- 
covered. With gratitude and affection to his 
benefactor, he took her to Cincinnati, hi Ohio, 
executed, to her a deed of manumission, had it 
recorded,..returned to Mississippi, and there 
married her in legal form". 
They lived togethei 


affectionately, for many years, reared a family oJ 
children, and, as he lay upon his death-bed, by 
will he divided his"property- between his wife 
and children. His brothers hearing of his death, 
came forward and demanded the property. The 
widow and children were indignant at the de- 
mand. 
They too, were seized, and the validity 


of that "marriage and will was tried before Judge 
Sharkey, of that state, who decided that the 
whole mailer was a fraud upon the law of slave- 
ry—that the property belonged to the collateral 
heirs. 
His widow was sold by the surviving: 


feraihers, the- children were bid off at public 
auction, and both mother and children now toil 
in chains, or sleep in servile graves. 


.POSTAGE NORTH AXD SOOTH.—It appears by a

resolutions adopted by the Wisconsin '"Conven- 
tion of Universalists, at its annual session in 
Fond du Lac, June 3d and 4th, 1854. 


WlicreaSt It is the acknowledged right and 


privilege, saying nothing of the duty, of any .re- 
ligious body freely to express and publish its 
opinions oii^any subject of state or national im- 
portance, affect!'.ig the moral interests or social 
welfare of society,—therefore Eesolved, 


1. That the recent action of the congress of 


the United States, in the passage of the Nebras- 
ka-Kansas Bill, so called, by which the wrong, 
the curse, the immorality of human bondage are 
allowed to spread their blighting influence over 
a large territory which by solemn compact had 
jeen consecrated as we had supposed, foret'tr, 
to free people and free institutions, is deserving 
ofthe unmitigated condemnation of every indi- 
vidual who loves liberty and hates oppression. 


2. That iu the spirit of the gospel, which 


breathes peace on earth and good will to men, 
and in the exercise of such legitimate means as 
are within our reach, we will labor earnestly to 
extripate the sia of slavery from our country 
and the world,—-conceiving this to be our duty 
as patriots and philanthropists, but more cspe- 
lally as Christians. 


8. We reiterate here the sentiments advanced 


in previous sessions of this body, expressive of 
our deep devotion to the cause of temperance; 
and we recommend our friends throughout the 
state to labor on more earnestly than heretofore 
to bring about the enactment, through our state 
legislature, of a law to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating drinks.

amination and report, one has lately been re- 
ceived of a very singular character. It pur- 
ports to be a Mexican dollar, coined at the city 
of Mexico in 1851. 
The Union says r 


Two pieces have been assayed, and give an 


average fineness of 776 thousandths, and .a con- 
Kcq.uent value of.SHJ cents in silver; but, 
strange to. say, the amount of gold contained in 
them is sufficient to add 12 cents' to the value 
of,each, after paying the charge of separating,. 
making a net value of 103J cents ; and if to 
this the usual premium ou silver is added, the 
whole of this counterfeit coiu is actually 10!) 
cents! 


The quality of the silver in these dollars proves 


them to be a spurious issue. 
There is also an 


irregularity in the letters Mexicana, which is re- 
garded as a test for throwing them out, as we 
learn from a source familiar •with them in Mexi- 
co, where they apper to have had at times a 
considerable circulation. 
The silver produced 


by the Mexican mines is understood to contain 
gold, but generally top small an amount to de- 
fray the expense of parting. 
In making the 


coins in question, it would: seem that silver more 
auriferous than usual had fallen into hands ca- 
pable of the double dishonesty of cheating the 
public and themselves at the same time.

Every means has been used to draw 


:he Russians from the security of their batteries. 
First, the fleet approached, leaving behind 
two of three deckers, which v,*ere stationed out 
of sight ofthe Russians, but sufficiently near to 
ome to the assistance of the squadron in. case 
of need, 
It was thought that the appearance 


of a diminished force would tempt the enemy 
to a sortie, but the Muscovites remained innnov+ 
able. 
Next the fleet lay off, and two steamers 


went in. close to the mouth of the harbor, but 
with no better success. 
A- sailing frigate was 


next sent, which might inspire a hope of cap- 
ture with a short race. 
All these expedients 


have been eqaally unavailing, and the Russian 
fleet is no doubt furnished with explicit instruc- 
tions not to venture out. An attack on Sebas- 
topol itself is no. doubt impracticable, except 
with the assistance of a land force. 
The ships 


must enter singfy into the narrow mouth ofthe 
harbor, were the fire of 800 pieces of cannon 
can be directed on eaeh one in turn. >"aval 
officers say that even the smoke caused by so tre- 
mendous a fire would be sufficient to make the 
entrance quite impossible, except to those who 
knew the harbor -well.'' 


"WHAT THE FLEET is GOING TO DO.—The Lon- 


don Xews states that the combined- fleets made 
a junction on the 13th, and that the combined 
force "was 54 sail, armed with 2.T26 guns, and 
manned with '29,130 seamen and marines.

"It is said that at the late cabinet council a 


dispatch from Admiral Sir Charles Napier was 
discussed, in which he defined his intentions in 
reference to the operations against Russia in the 
Baltic. 
The propositions ofthe gallant admi- 


ral are understood to be of ft character quite 
consonant with the tenor of the most remarka- 
ble points in his past career, and great news 
from the north may be expected before long, 
should no unfortunate changes of intention arise. 
If we had the most exact knowledge of Admiral 
Napier's plans our patriotic sense of duty would 
forbid any publication of them, icmembermg as 
we do that there are electric wires from London 
to St. Pet'crsb'urgh, and, unhappily, too many 
people who—enjoying the priveleges and flour- 
ishing un tier the shelter of our constitutional sys- 
tem—would like no better task than giving in- 
formation or other aid to the Czar. But this we 
may say, that we have heard enough of the 
plans in question to justify a confident"beliel'that 
a great blow"will be struck against Russia, before 
long. 
The Czar's frontier is long and open, and 


he need now to watch its whole line. 
But no 


watching is likely to guard him from the coin- 
ing shock."
